M., Thiers’ Speech ln the Corps Leglslatif,

Pang, July 0.—In to-day's siiting of the Logls-
Jarive bod,v tae Mexican questlen was dis-
cussed, M, Thiers sandi—

“*The Mex:cau capedition has ended withoot
any good results to France., Oor compatriots
remain exposed Lo grexter losses than ever, our
commerce with Mexico 15 rained, and the pres
tige of our greatness is conpromised in America,
Even in Borope the Mexican imbroglio has
bawpered our attitude townrds the great revolu-
tion accomphshed fo Germany, The lessou of
this unhappy expedivdon is that control and
opposition are necessary. The Mexican expedi-
tion was approved by no one in Franoce, but
was, nevertheless, undertaken and continuned
for several years, There are vwo ways of under-
standing monarchical government. The first
is the rule of & prince with irresponsible minis-
ters, who merely execute the orders they recelve,
The second is & privece governing with responsi-
bie winisters, who have to submit thelr views
to him as the hepd of the Stute, and can, if
necessary, leno npon s representutive assembly
which 15 able to oppose the ministers, both,
however, dependent upon public oplulon. This
ja the form of monarchy towards which we
musl  dvance ns speadily as possible in the

int of the government and the country.”

LATEST FROM MEXICO.

Maximillan's Body to be Delivered np to
the Austrian Legation—-It is Expected
st New Orlenns about August 1—Fo-

reign Consuls not Molested in Mexice,

NEw Orusaxs, July 2L.—Late advices from
Vera Cruz swtate that the body of Muximilian
will be delivered to the Adastrian Legation.

The remaina of the ex-Emperor are now on
thelr way to Vera Cruz, aud will be put on
board the Austrinn stenm frigate Elizabeth,
which is due here about the 1st of August.
There i& no truth in the report that the fo-
reign Consuls have been molested in Mexico,

Secretary Beward's Polloy om the Mexi-
can Questlion—Non-lutercourse,

I leurn to-night that it 18 the policy of Mr,
Beward not to send any Minister to Mexico to
represent onr Government for the present, ana
to leave Joaree and bis colleagues sevarely alone
to work out their own deatiny. The object of
this is said to be & sort o1 reialiatory measore
ugnipst the Mexicans for their unceremoplons
rejection ol Mr, Seward’s petition for the life of
Muximinan, This is indirectly doing the ssme
thing as the European Governments, which
have resolved 1o wihdraw thelr ambassadors
from Mexico. Mr, SBewaced hopes by this means
to bripg the exultant sud boastiul chieftains of
the Laberal pat riy to their senses, by givine them
an opportunity to find oot their dependence on
the United States, and their inability to protect
themselves without the moral support of this
Government,

The nume of General McClernand, of 11lin ois,
for Minister, was sent to the Senute ag & barren
compliment, the assurance being that he would
vot be jconfirmed, He was backed by Repre-
sentative Marshall, of linols, but had not the
support of the Senators from his own State, and
therefore could not be contirmed in any event.
Besides, his it with General Grant about the
Vickeburg saifair made him ugpopular with the
radicul element, & fact which in itself would
leave po chance for his conlirmation. As for
Otterbourg, he was never seriously contem-
plated, the President havivg refused, rven
spainst Mr, Sewardd endorsement, to spddle
himaelf with the welght of scnding in the name
of that llustrions diplomat for confirmstion.,
When Coneress reasscmbles It is probable that
the name of Mr. Nugent will be sent in, and
probably counfirmed. Uuntil then the country
will go unreprescuted, as there 1s no Secretary
of Legation, even in Mexico, who can anct as
Charee o’Affaires during the aasence of a regu-
lar Minister,

Thore is an iden here that Mexioo will be the
object ol European interference growing ot of
the Maximilian affair and the dissppearance of
the French Ambessador, supposed to have heen
ngsassinated. 11 the French Ambassador 1s not

roduced, and Maximilinn's hody not given up,

t 12 supposed (hat Austria, Prance, and Prussia
will open hostllities sgainst Juarez & Company.
In thut event Mr. Seward will not wterfore on
behalt of the United Btates until the Mesicaos
digcover that, after all, they cunnot get along
very well without our assistance. And will
then enly be given, it is said, on the condi-

The Commiitee has the names of twenly
thousand loyal persons st the South to whom
docnments are regularly sent. To aboutl one-
fourth of that number large packages are for-
warded, so that 1t 15 in the way of Immediate
distribotion of one hundred thonsand or more
coples of any document It desires to oirenlate.
rbis list 18 being dally augmented. The Come
mittee’'s correspondence 1s very extensive,
hundreds of letters belng recelved wookly from
all parts of the Bouth. rom thelr contonts a
minute knowledge of the necessitios of almost
every Congressional district is readl|y attained,
Of ugents now in the teld, some Are at work
in every State, A Repuablican orgaunization
exists q’n each Blale, the representatives
of which are in oonstant correspondence
with this Commitiee, Unlon League Connells
are being rapldly formed. Our ents aro nll
empowered and directed 5o ald the organiza-
tion, and as the Grand Presldent's offlos is
loented du this clty, we are enabled to bring
about barmony of purpose and effort. Werae
ample means at the committes's disposal there
wonld be no dificuity in widely extending its
operations.
